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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art of record reads on all the limitations 
of the clainns, such as Bolanos etal. disclosing a rotatable member or distal end member 38 as in Claim 110 (as seen by rotation arrow in 
Figure 1 and more clearly in Figures 2A-2C), which Is also considered a "second member" in Claim 129 that goes from a first position in 
which its free end is located distaliy of its connected end (when the distal end of 26 is extended or pivoted towards distal end of 38) to a 
second position in which the connected end is located distaliy of the free end (the free end being the distal end of 26 which is "partially 
open", as seen in Figure 13), and also the distal end of elongated body 18 is considered a "first member" (as seen in Figure 3) in Claim 
1 29 having a proximal end coupled to the distal end of the tubular member 1 8 which together with the distal end are capable of folding 
multiple tissue layers together (as seen in Figures 12-13). 
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
